ternational issues, delivered from his 
front porch today to a group of Indi- 
ana Republicans Senator Harding de- 
clared that the league as conceived at 
Paris has broken down utterly. It Is 
due only to the far sighted Republican 
senate, he said, that American sol- 
diers are not now fighting on the Pol- 
ish-Russo front

"Let us suppose the senate had rati- 


fied the peace treaty with the league 
"covenant," what would have been the 
situation confronting our country to- 
day? 
There is but one answer, be- 


fore this day we would have 
been 


called upon to fulfill the obligations 
which we had assumed under Article 
10 to preserve the territorial integrity 
of Poland as against external aggres- 
sion." 


"Let us assume further that the per- 


formance ot the allotted task required 
waging war on the Russian people, as, 
of course, It would. We are glibly In- 
formed that only congress can declare 
war and congress might reject the 
appeal of the executive, could con- 
gress do that without staining indel- 
ibly the honor of the nation. 
I an- 


swer no, and back of my judgment 
stands the president of the United 
States." 


Senator Harding explained that at 


a meeting of the president with the 
senate foreign relations committee he 
put just such a situation as this be- 
fore the president, who "after some 
evasiveness" replied, "We would be 
untrue if we did not keep our word." 
It was with "reluctance" and grave 
misgivings that he voted for the res- 
ervations to the league Senator Hard- 
ing said. 


"But now," he continued, "conditions 
,ve changed, we kno'vy now that the 
ague constituted at Versailles is ut- 


terly impotent as a preventative of 
wars. It is so obviously impotent it 
has not even been tried. It could not 
survive a single test. The original 
league, mistakenly conceived and un- 
reasonably insisted upon, has passed 
beyond the possibility of restoration. 
It is rested upon the power of might, 
not of right. 


"The assertion is made that thru 


the surrender of our nationality we 
might have saved the life ot the cove- 
nant; that is, altho 23 nations could 
not make it function, one added to 
that 28 could make it a glowing suc- 
cess, provided that one be America.

tion concerning the causes of the ominous drift of our 
copulation to the towns, and cities. 
Without doubt the drawbacks of the farm are greater for 


the feminine than for the masculine end of the family. The last 
sixty years have seen almost miraculous changes in the work ol 
the farmer himself. Prior to that time farm work had changed 
little in centuries. But since the close of our Civil war there has 
been no basic occupation to undergo such revolutionary changes

This in the open field. But in the kitchen it has been differ- 


ent. The farmer's wife, in all too many cases, performs most of 
her tasks in the same manner her ancestors performed them in 
Europe centuries ago. As a result the daughters are generally 
more distressed than the sons at the prospect of continued exist- 
ence on the farm and its complete hick of social life. 


The sons can make their way about without the aid of 


chaperones and social affairs. 
If there is nothing going on m 


their neighborhood they can always travel a few* miles to find 
amusement. Not so the girls. 
They must stay at home con- 


ventionally and wait or forfeit a measure of that womanly re- 
serve which is a great part of their charm. _ And they have no 
fsncv for blushing unseen. Therefore town is a sort ol paradise 
of the blest to a maiden who has been imprisoned within the 
confines of a prairie farm. 
- 


But for the mother of the family, as the Monthly Labor Ke- 


view points out, the difference between agricultural and city life 
is the difference between drudgery and luxury. All the com- 
forts and .conveniences which are implied in the word "modern 
must be made up for in the lonely farmhouse by extra work and 
steps on the part of the woman whose job it is to do the cook- 
ing and keep th/ premises in order. In most cases she has no 
better implements to work with than her foremothers had in 
the fifteenth century. She has no vacation; she works from 
dawn to dark. No wonder she looks forward with relief to a 
town cottage as soon as her husband can scrape together enough 
capital to pay their fares as far as some industrial centre where 
running water and electric lights are customary. According to 
thejeport of the Department of Agriculture: 


The lack of modern equipment makes many of these farmhouses 


centres of drudgery and explains in part why women object to farm 
llfr. The average farm Woman, accordinfl to the survey, works 11-3 
hours the year round, and in summer 13.12 hours. Over 80 per cent. 
of these farm women have no regular vacation during the year. Fifty 
per cent start work at 5 A. M. Approximately 60 per cent, must go 
to the pump or spring for water. Eighty per cent, have no bathrooms. 
Ninety-six per cent, do the family washing, and only half of these 
have washing machlres. Seventy-nine per cent, have kerosene lamps 
to fill and trim, and 54 per cent, care for two coal or wood stoves. 


Many a man, having tasted existence in a manufacturing 


town and found it less desirable than following the plough and 
the binder, would lain return to his acres if only an agreement 
could be reached in the domestic council. But the wives, once 
they have glimpsed freedom from the traditional serfdom of 
female labor on the land, are not to be driven or coaxed back. 
When the choice lies between isolation at hard labor and society 
with ease the decision is not long in the making. 


The only way out is to modernize the farms. 
Electricity, 


running water, bathrooms, washing machines, power churns and 
separators, and a hundred other devices await the purchaser. 
When the new labor-saving machines for outdoor work appear 
on the market the farmer must buy them to keep up with the 
times. His barn is always more modern than his house. If this 
discrimination were ended life on the prairie would hold more 
attraction for housewives.
